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Tiffty of Provincial Gov’t 
Spending in Vulcan Area

EDMONTON: More than $273,- 
(00 was spent by the provincial 
government^ yon construction ami 
maintenance of roads leading to 
Vulcan and in the district, during 
the 12 months ended March 31, this 
year. 

The final tally on government 
spending for the fiscal year, ended 
last March, has just been published 
and shows that more than $38,770,- 
000 went into the construction and 
maintenance of highways, bridges 
and ferries throughout the pro¬ 
vince. ‘ 

Construction on the highway 
from Vulcan Corner to Cheadle 
ran up a bill of $184,470. Mainten¬ 
ance costs on the stretch from 
Carmangay to High River were 
$22,522, and on the Vulcan Corner- 
Cheadle road $15,916. The govern¬ 
ment made a $53,618 grant to Vul¬ 
can County for district highways 
and local roads. 

Fifty-five municipalities and 
three counties received a total of 
about $2,268,000 for district roads, 
while. 44 improvement districts and 
the Indian reserves received about 
$1,360,000 for the same-purposes. 

The town of Vulcan received 
$15,226 from the provincial govern¬ 
ment, as listed in cash payments 
for the 12 month period, while 
Vulcan County was the recipient 
of $54,746 under the same heading. 
The provincial department of pub¬ 
lic health made grants totalling 
more than $18,000 in the district. 

Vulcan Municipal Hospital re¬ 
ceived $6,368'and Vulcan Municip¬ 
al Hospital District Board, $11,888. 

Despite the construction of new 
bridges, to a total of almost $2,- 
000,000, during the period under 
review, and similar expenditures in 
previous • years, many river cross¬ 
ings in Alberta still are made by 
ferry. The public accounts state¬ 
ment shows that the operation, 
maintenance and repair costs of 
49 ferries in the province during 
the 12 months to last March were 
almost $287,000. Four are located 
in the southern part of the pro- i 
vince and most in the north and 
northwestern regions.

Of course the government took 
some money out of the districts it 
spi?nt some in. 

^hilo there is no liquor store at 
Vulcan we can examine the oper- ; 
ations of the .government store at 1 
High ‘River, where patrons paid 
$303,641 for the liquor they con¬ 
sumed during the 12-month period. 
The cost to the government was 
$180,0S8, giving a gross profit of 
$123,533. Subtracting operating ex¬ 
penses of $18,135 you can see the 
wets of High River ahd district 
gave the government a net profit 
of $105,417. 

* * * 

In the 12 months vendors show¬ 
ed $51,664,135 worth of liquor and 
beer across liquor store counters 
throughout the province, to give 
the government a net profit ■ of 
$14,005,330. The total consisted of 
$24,035,754 worth of liquor, which 
grossed the government a profit of 
$11,118,254, and $27,628,431 worth

Out of Albertans’ entertainment 
casts the government took $937,- 
981 in the form of amusement tax¬ 
es on such things as theatre admis¬ 
sions. This was $237,981 more than 
estimated for the period. Gasoline 
and fuel .oil taxes garnered $15,- 
378,525, which was $2,778,525 more 
than the government expected and 
automobile and truck owners add¬ 
ed another $7,502,039 when they 
purchased their vehicle licenses, to 
give the provincial secretary $1,- 
100,493 more than he estimated at 
■the beginning of the fiscal year. 

Under-estfmating like this boost¬ 
ed government revenues $35.388.-. 
646 over the estimated total and 
with expenditures $2,751,985 be¬ 
low the estimates, the government 
surplus of $77,508,956 was $38,- 
140,631 more than Premier Man¬ 
ning, as provincial treasurer, esti¬ 
mated in the 1952 legislature. 

Total government revenue in the 
12-month peribd was $154,743,686, 
while expenditures on "income ac¬ 
count" totalled $77,234,730 On cap 
ital account the government spent 
$84 057.577, which was $5,313,774 
more than the estimates Major 
expenditure on capital-account in 
eluded $29,810,565 for highways, 
bridges and ferries: $21,829,187 for 
the purchase of investments and 
$19,506,980 on recoverable ad¬ 
vances and payments qnder guar¬ 
antees.

District Agriculturist

•Store. Grain Carefully 

At the time ot writing over one- 
third of a better than average crop 
has been harvested, with very lit¬ 
tle if any of the new crop going 
into elevators. It would appear as 
if farmers may have to store the 
present crop-on their farms for a 
considerable time. Just how long 
this period may be no one seems 
to know. Ir. any case the grain 
should be stored as well as possible 
This will involve the use of build¬ 
ings not intended for grain storage 
purposes. No matter what type of 
sheltei is used, it should be thor¬ 
oughly cleaned out, any old grain 
lying around should be cleared 
away, and the walls and floor 
sprayed with 2■% Pyrenone solut¬ 
ion. One gallon will cover 1000 
square feet. It is also a good idea 
to sprinkle a little hydrated lime 
over the floor and sweep it into 
tne cracks. The roof, windows and 
doors should be inspected for leaks 
A -leaky roof often causes trouble 
not only from heating, but the ex¬ 
tra heat also may provide ideal 
conditions for undesirable insects 

A protective dust such as Pyre- 
nune Wheat Protectant. may also 
be used. It may be mixed with the 
wheat w'hen it is placed in storage 
or mixed into the top six inches of 
the grain. If applied to the surface 
only it will just be effective 
against surface infestations. In¬ 
secticides are not as ’ effective in 
tough grain. 

Plan! Bulbs Now 

Now is the time to plant bulbs 
for a little early spring color. 
Depth to plant varies on the type. 
Mr. P. D. McCalla, Supervisor of 
Horticulture suggests the follow¬ 
ing: 6 ‘to 8 inches, for tulips, 6 in¬ 
ches for hyacinths, 10 to 12 inches 
for daffodils and narcissus, and 3 
to 3 ‘-j inches for crocus. They 
should be spaced in the. row about 
twice the, diameter of the bulb. 
After freeze-up a mulch of 4 to 6 
inches of clean straw or leaves .is 
helpful. When buying bulbs they 
should be of a named variety and 
a good size. Large bulbs indicate 
vigor and, thrift, named varieties 
ensure uniformity of growth, 
height, flowering and appearance.

Extension of the town water¬ 
works system, due to the. rapid 
growth of- the tbwn, and harm be¬ 
ing caused the town’s water wells 
due to the ste.-dv pumping requir¬ 
ed to meet periods of peak demand, 
has made it necessary to consider 
I he addiiion of an elevated stor¬ 
age tank to the water system. 

Cost and installation of the ele¬ 
vated tank is estimated to be $47,- 
$t)0 and a by-law has been intro¬ 
duced by the town council to raise 
this' amount by the issuing of de¬ 
bentures, repayable in annual in¬ 
stalments over 20 years and bear¬ 
ing interest not exceeding 3’i per 
cent. 

Installation of the. tank is ex¬ 
pected to rectify the falling-off of 
pressure which occasionally occurs 
during peak demand periods and 
v HI level-out the pumping load on 
the water wells. It will also allow 
full use to tie made of the fire hy¬ 
drants. The addition of the elevat¬ 
ed storage tank has been approved 
by the Department of ^Public 
lieallh. - 

Town ratepayers will be asked 
to approve the by-law on Monday, 
Oct. 26 when voting will take 
pjaee at l he Old Town Office from 
10 a m. to 7 p.m. A two-thirds ma¬ 
jority of the electors voting “ is 
needed and Mrs. E. M. Farr has 
been named Returning Officer.

In some casi*> where a road is 
not backsloped it is very difficult 
to get this trash out in any other 
wav. A lot of backsloping is being 
done on many roads throughout 
tin County of Vulcan. Where this 
is being done and grassing carried 
rut it is proving a very effective 
and permanent way of controlling 
weeds on roadsides.

FALL SEEDING OF 
FORAGE CROPS 

It is unlikely that we will have 
another year to equal 1953 for hay 
and pasture production. Even na¬ 
tive pastures and neglected tame 
pasturees came through with bum¬ 
per yields. So now is a good time 
1o think about next year’s pasture 
advises R. L. Pharis, Supervisor of 
Crop Improvement, Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

11 you haven't already sown 
forage crops. Mr. Pharis advises 
waiting until after freeze-up. The 
seed won’t germinate and thus' 
won’t be subject to winter killing, 
but it will be therfe to take advan¬ 
tage of early spring moisture. 
Clean stubble mqkes an ideal seed 
bed since no land preparation is 
necessary; it is a firm bed for the 
seeds which should not be sown 
deeper than one-half to three- 
quarters of an inoh; and the stub¬ 
ble protects the seedlings until 
they are well established and it 
protects the soil from erosion. 

Farmers in the black and grey 
wooded soil zones report a mixture 
of alfalfa, 3 lbs., brome 6 lbs. and 
creeping red fescue 3 lbs. to be 
\ery satisfactory for pasture. Al¬ 
falfa, 5 lbs, and brome 6 lbs. is al¬ 
so satisfactory for hay in this ar¬ 
ea. Creeping rod fescue is a valu¬ 
able pasture grass, affording palat¬ 
able pasture until late fall, but be¬ 
cause of its low growth habit it 
does not yield well for hay. In the 
brown and light brown soil zones, 
crested wheat grass in mixture 
with alfalfa and sweet clover has 
proven the most dependable for¬ 
age producer. 

For special problems and more 
specific recommendations for hay 
and pasture mixtures suitable to 
your farm, consult your local Dis¬ 
trict Agriculturist. The circular, 
“Hay and Pasture Crops for Alber- 
'"la" is available from him or from 
the Field Crops Branch. Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, Ed¬ 
monton. 


CHECK THE FIRE HAZARDS ... 

With the approach of winter it 
is a good time to give some extra 
thought to fire protection. Furnac¬ 
es will soon be lit and fire hazards 
can be reduced by having them in 
good working order. Among the 
most common causes of fire in rur 


al Canadian homes are those orig¬ 
inating from heating and cooking 
equipment. Fire Insurance comp¬ 
anies list the following as frequent 
causes of farm fires: chimneys of 
sub-standard construction; sparks 
from digty chimneys; faulty smoke 
pipes and stove installations; sea¬ 
sonal grass and bush fires; spon¬ 
taneous ignition of hay; worn-out 
shingle 'roofs; lighted lanterns; 
mis-use of electrical equipment; 
threshing and other operations 
with gasoline powered engines: 
matches or swoking in barns and 
other farm buildings: lightning. 

Most fires originating from this 
list could be prevented by check¬ 
ing on faulty construction or equip 
ment, for the time to prevent a 
fire ‘is before it starts. Chimneys 
and smoke pipes can be inspected, 
gasoline can he stored away from 
main buildings, oily rags never left 
lying about. Even lightning can be 
guarded against with arresters. 

An excellent fire prevention on 
a farm is a roof ladder. Keep a 
few buckets of water ready for 
use and a number of water barrels 
at suitable points is an added pre¬ 
caution. But they* are worse than 
useless if the water is frozen solid 
should a sudden emergency arise, 
so choose a relatively warm, place. 

A reliable fire extinguisher is a 
good investment, particularly if 
equipped to handle gasoline fires. 
It will often be enough to scotch 
an Incipient fire and prevent dis-

FORMATION OF PROVINCE 

The growth of Alberta’s manu¬ 
facturing industry has been impres- 
sive when it is considered in rela¬ 
tion to the Province’s dependence 
on the main industry agriculture. 

Alberta’s manufacturing indust¬ 
ry produces $500,000,000 worth of 
goods and materials yearly, 100 
times the value of production in 
1005. In those 47 years, the num¬ 
ber of manufacturing plants has 
increased from 97 to nearly 2,000. 
There are 27,000 persons employ¬ 
ed by Alberta's manufacturing in¬ 
dustries and their salaries and 
wages approximate $60,000,000 an¬ 
nually. 

The group manufacturing foods 
and beverages produce more than 
54 percent of the total annual pro¬ 
duction of manufacturing indust¬ 
ries as a whole, having a total val 
ue of production df $250,000,000 in 
1952. 

Next largest of the manufact¬ 
uring groups is that of petroleum 
and coal products which produces 
more than 17 percent of total man 
ufacturing production.
